sional burglars, who escaped in broad daylight 
with almost its entire contents, valued at be-| Basing © 
tween $4,000 and $5,000, The store occupreg one-|@8.

About 9 o’clock yesterday morning Samuel B. 
Whitney, a clerk employed by Mr. Hayden, left , 
his home and visitedgthe store, as has long been | erimis 
his custom, to make an inspection and see that | $I 
everything about the place was all right. He 
found the gas burning in the rear of the store, as 
it had been left at the close of business }pwouid 
Saturday night. The windows were fast-)#*ty 
ened securely. He remained in th® Puigh 
store uptil 10:55, noticing the time as jdinner 
he was about to take his departure. He intended “Did 
to returninan hour. Before locking the street 
door he disconnected the burglar alarm, which 
was fastened at the transom over the street door, 
and which bad wires communicating with every, 
part of the establishment. The clerk was absent. 
two hours, returning at 12:45. The street was 
crowded With people returning from church and 
poucemen were patrolling their posts on either 
side of the way. Whitney unlocked the door and 
did not notice ansthing unusual until he went to 
the back of the store. The safe, ot Terwiilipger 
make, stood In the rear, partly 

CONCEALED FROM THE 8TREET 
by a stove. The right hand door of this recep- 
tacie had been literally torn from its hi , and 
lay near the stove. .The composition tween 
the internal and external plates of lron waé 
cracked and shaitered in pleces about the floor. 
The door ou the opposite side remal intact, 
but had been swung open. The safe ts about five 
feetin height aud four feetin width. It is ar- 
ranged with numerous shelves, upon which the 
trays of jewelry and valuables are placed. When 
the store was closed Saturday night all the more 
valuabie stock was in the safe and the com- 
bination lock set. Not a single article 
of jewelry remained in 1t when the clerk made 
the discovery of the bur on returning at 
noon, Without waiting Mr. Whitne 
the case at the Washington street Pol Station. 
Capt. Campbell, accompanied by Detective White 
and Roundsman Mara. at once bogan 
gation.

Several articles of plated jewelry of comparative- 
ly little value lay ina pile. The burglars had evi- 
dently sorted the stock with exceilent judg- 
ment, 
FOR ONLY COSTLY GOODS, 
diamonds, jewelry and heavy plate were taken. 
Inspector Mackeilar had been notified of the 
burglary in the meantime,and with headquarters 
detectives Powers, Zundt anda Lowery, visited the 
store. There is a hallway leading from the street 
to the apartinents over Nos. 203 and 205. A stair- 
way connects this hall with asmailroomin the 
basement. This room is very dark. When the 
omen went down to the basement they 
ound that an entrance haa been effected by the 
burgiarsto the cellar door under the jeweiry 
store. A hole had been cut through the eighteen- 
inch brick wall dividing the celjars. Srick and 
mortar were heaped in a plieon the floor. @he 
hole was about two feet square. A piece of can- 
die, a carpenter’s chisel, a small pointed saw and 
a large screw-driver lay on the lower step of the 
Stairway, while a flask half full of whisky was 
found with a brusn broom on the pile of bricks. 
Following the route taken by the burglars 
through a coal bin the officers reached the stair- 
way leading to Hayden's store. The trap-door in 
the floor was provected only by 
a small bolt, which had been easily forced. It 1s 
believed that they left the premises after secur- 
ing the plunder in the same way, for the other 
means of exit were fastened securely. Mrs. 
Eonis E. Seibert, who occupies apartments on the 
first floor, over No. 203, informed a reporter that 
she heard no noise auring the morning, although 
she was in the upper hall severai times during the 
hour the burglary ts supposed to have been com- 
mitted. Mr. Whitney is positive that everything 
was safe when he left the store in the mornin 
He was in the babit of sleeping in the store until 
he was married, several months ago. The owner 
of the store took an account of his stock last 
night, and a iist of the missing articles will 
given to the detectives. ‘ 
THE POLICE THINK 
that the burglary was committed by men who 
have studied the locality. It wouid have been 
impossible. they say, for men unacquainted with 
the “‘lay’’ to have succeeded in robuing the store 
im soshortatime. It is believed that not less 
than three men were engagea in the burglary, and 
as many more were on duty outside the store to 
warp their companions, should the police ap- 
proach. Three policemen were on duty in Fulton 
street yesterday morning. They did not notice 
any suspicious actions in the neighborhood, and 
did pot Know of the burglary unti) it was report- 
ed. In March, 1881, the jewelry store of Wiiliam 
Wise, fifteen doors above Mr. Hayden’s estabiish- 
ment, Was robbed on a Sunuday morning. About 
000 worth of jewelry was secured by the thieves,

The Prosperity of a Former St. Louis Attorney 
—Facts About the Private Life and Family 
of the New Senator-Elect of Ohio—A State- 
ment About River Appropriations for St. 
Louisans to Ponder Over. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., January 26.—This city of 
Washington is growing wonderfully. Not only is 
it growing in beautiful residence s and wealth, but 
it is growing in character andinfluence, Men are 
coming here from all parts of the country. It is 
not alone the wealthy people who are coming, be- 
cause it is a pleasant place to live, but there are 
gathering in here lawyerg, news paper men and 
professional men In general, of the first-class. St. 
Louls and Missouri have contributed somewhat 
tothe new population, and Ido not know that 
she need be afraid of the contribution. I have in 
my mina now three gentlemen from St. Louis, all 
of whom have taken prominent positions here— 
Messrs. Stilson Hutchins, Major Richard Sylves- 


ter and Jeff Chandler. 
MR. STILSON HUTCHINS 
is the well-known editor and proprieter of 
the Washington Post. He is a native of New 
Hampshire, but went outto Iowa whena young 
man and li ved for some years at Dubuque. From 
there he went to St. Louis in 1866 and started the 
Times. After having figured lte prominently 
in State politics he sold out his interest jn the 
Times in 1877, and came to Washington and start- 
ed the Post, which has been successful. Since 
coming here Mr. Hutchins bas taken but little 
part in polities, but has devoted himself to busl- 
ness. tile has not recently written much for the 
Post, though he is recognized everywhere asa 
very brilliant and forcible writer, buthe finds it 
pays best 1o stay more in the counting-room than 
in the editorial sanctum. Last year the Post net- 
ted to Mr. Hutchins alittle over $30,000, and he 
possibiy made as much more out of lucky specula- 
tions. About a year ago be was married (his sec- 
ond marriage) to a very accomplished lady here, 
and last surmmer took a very extensive bridal tour 
through Europe. He bas recently compieted a 
beautiful residence in a fashionable portion 
of the city and now seems to be comfortably sit- 
uated inlife. Mrs. Hutchins is one of the most 
Lhoroughiy cultivated women in Washington and 
is a friend and associate of Mrs. Francis Hodg- 
son Burnett, the distinguished novelist. The in- 
terior of her residence bears ample evidence of 
her excellent taste. The furnishings are of the 
most artistic designs and so full of fine pictures 
and rare bric-a-brac is it that one finds every- 
where something to admire. Mr. Hutchins has a 
son, Walter. who is really the managing editor of 
the Post. He is notSover 23 or 26, but he has that 
peculiar, bright, cutting, terse style of his father, 
and bis writings are no doubt often mistaken for 
those of his talented parent... Another gen- 
tleman who contributes to the _ editorial 
columns of the Post is Major Richard Sylvester, 
who was with Mr. Hutchins onthe Times in St. 
Louis. He is one of the quietest and most unob- 
trusive of men but he isa most prvtific and ef- 
fective editorial writer. He has a daughter of de- 
cided artistic ability who now lives in New York 
and who finds a demand from such publications 
as Harper’s Young People and St. Nicholas for all 
her sketches. She commenced the study of draw- 
ing inthe St. Louis School rts and 
her uncommon aptuess at catching the form and 
expression of ob was discovered long before 
she came East to live. Major Sylvester has a son, 
Richard, who is Secretary of Washington 
City Police and who is also co 
for a number of Western pape. The Post, 
has grownup under the reg | care of Mr. 
Huchinsand his son and ae ylvester, is a 
bright litsle sheet that selis ior three cents on 
week days and five cents on Sundays. The Post 
is bright, but eminently dignified and respectiul. 
It verv rarely uses large head lines and its news 
is compressed into the smallest possible space, 
Even its advertising columns have none of t 
heavy display letters in which toe St. Louis ad- 
vertiser seems to revel witu such delight. But for 
all that the dost makes its $50,000 or $40,000 a year 
amd is @ very snuc piece of newspaper property.

Washington. He formerly lived in St. Joseph and 
once undertook to bea politician, but failed at 
the first effort.

FACTS ABOUT MISSOURI. 

The river and harbor expenditures, as reported 
by the Secretary of War from March 4th, 1879, to 
June 30, 1882, are quite interesting. It appears 
that Michigan has received $7,828,356, while “poor 
old Missouri” is put down as the recipient of only 
$22,000, Loutsiana $147,809, while little Delaware 
has received $3,043,424. New York, in the mean- 
time, has received $9,539,974, while Tennessee has 
obtained only $85,500. Wisconsin’s share hag 
been $4,616,496, and tbe State of Kentucky $36T7,- 
500. California and Connectica t $1,500,000 each 
more than indiana, lowa, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, Missouri 
and Tennessee combined. 

The lesson to be learned from these figures is 
that the representatives from the Eastern and 
Lake States are selected on account of their 
ability and their devotion to the interests of their 
constituents. Missouri bas always suffered and 
will continue to suffer until men are sent from 
that Siate possessed of sufficient ability to per- 
ceive the wants of their constituents and possess 
the power to “obtain proper recognition of 
their interests. Three years ago St 
Louis sent men here Lo work for 
appropriations for the river, outside of the 
members in Congress, and the result was that 
some $3,000,000 was obtained In one session. The 
next year St. Louls repeated the experiment and 
the Mississippi River received some $5,000,000. 
The succeeding session the matter was ieft to 
take care of itself with the result that not one 
dollar was secured, This session our city nas re. 
newed its endeavors, and already §1,000,000 
has heen appropriate@ and the influence 
of the coming National River Convention will 
obtain the full balance recommended ‘Dy the 
United States engineers. If the people of St, 
jouis comprehend rightly these things they can 
profit by tuem, and see to it, that men capable and 
respected here, courageous and determined for 
Western interest shall ve chosen to represent 
Louis and Missouri. There is one notable exe

L. Clardy, who has given the mterests of! 
souri special attention, and has been the agent

THE SATCHEL FOUND. 


Andthe Police Hunting the Boe- 
decker Murderer in St. Louis. 


A Clew That Ought to Lead to the Arrest of 
the Villa.n—How the Property was Discov~ 
ered—A Suspected Person Arrested at 


Chamois, Mo. 


— 


Mr. Henry Temple of Fenton, Mo., came to the 
elty this morning bringing some additional and 
very important information In connection with 
the Boedecker tragedy at that place. Mr. Temple 
was seen by 2 PostT-DisPATCH reporter 
on ‘Change __ this morning, and the 
following facts elicited from him: 

Yesterday morning, while some boys were walk- 
ing along the road abouta nalfamile from the 
Boeaecker house, where the murder was com- 
mittec, they were attracted by the loud barking 
of a dog they had with them that bad left the 
main road and gone off into the bu-hes to the 
side of the road. Thinking he had treed a 


squirrel, or something of the kind, they left the 
rowd and went after him. Caming up to him they 
fouad him digging vigorously into a pile of brush 
and \ugging away at sometiing that looked like a 
black leather bag. Tuey immediately went to bis 
assistance and, removing the brush, 
ulled out a biack leatber satchel. 
Having heard so much about the_ satciel, 
the mysterious man, who was sui posed 
tobe the murderers, had with him, they sus 
cted ina moment that It was the same, and 
Samence to deliver it tothe mounted police and 
detectives who had the case incharge. When it 
was opened it was ascertained beyond a doubt 
thafthe man who carried it was a peddler. In it 
were found some jewelry. lead pencils, table- 
cloths, towels, etc.; in short a small general 
peddier’s ouifit. Miss Horan, who had 80 
actually described the satchel at the Corouer’s 
inquest wus called on, and positively laentified it 
as ihe same the stranger had carried. One bandle 
was broken and tied wits a string, and in all 
other respects it answered vrecisely the descrip- 
tion given by Mis» Horan. Some of the articies 
in it had cards attacnbed to them with the names 
of the houses in St. Louts from 
which they had been purehased. This is a 
most important clew, and will, in all probability, 
lead to tue discovery of the murderer. The satch- 
el was taken possession of by the detectives aud 
brought to the city ear.y this morning. It fills up 
agap in the evidence, and identifies, beyonda 
question pf doubt, tue peduler Witu the crime. 
ANOTHER THEORY 
that eained currency yesterday was that the 
murderer had wounded himself in his aiteck 
upon Mrs. Bordeeker. One of the wounds apon 
her neck was evidently the result of a foul biow 
It was a gash in the shoulder just at he base of 
the neck in the reur. LItis supposed That just as 
ihe demon raised the ax to spilt ber head open 
and fell her with a- single biow, she 
rushed frantically towards him. The 
blow descended, but insiead of bhilting§ her 
‘quare, the. handle landed on her shoulder 
aud the head of the ax just grazing her shouider 
flew off and struck the wurderet probably on the 
leg. This theory is supported by the faet that 
the towel wiich wasin the kitchen had been torn 
to strips and only a part of It taken away. The 
supposition is Liat the sirips Were used fur Dand- 
ages. 
Several parties were out all 
day scourmg the section of the coun. 
try between Fenton aud Merainec 
Station. The discovery of the satchel was tot 
generally known uutii late in the afiteruoou. This 
upset all former theories as to the direc ion tak- 
en by the murderer in making his escape. I[t is 
now thoug!litthit be went m‘\the direction of 
High Ridge, and not towards the railroad station 
&@s Was first supposed. Early this morning, Mr. 
Tempel says, several pirties startea out to 
scour the hills in the vicinity of High Ridge. 
They tirmly believe that he is niding somewhe re 
ainong the high b.uffs in tuat vicinity, not having 
been able to make luis escape. Strong hopes are 
entertained that a turtber clew will be found to- 
day in the shape of his own clothes or those he 
towk from the Boedecker house. It is reasonable 
to presume tbat he bas pot beth suits with him, 
and one or the other has been hidden somewhere 
just as he did the satebel. Some boys saw a man 
in the woous yesterday that auswered the descrip- 
tion of the fugitive. They reported the faci at 
once to the police but upon revisiting the place 
no traces of him were to be found.

CIVIESERVICE MODELS. 
Rev. Ropert Larrp Couiier of Chicago 
is an Englishman by birth and education, 
now revisiting his native land afters long 
residence in tis country. No Yankee preju- 
dice colors his London letters to the Chicago 
Tribune. On the contrary, he takes a natural 
and proper pride in pointing out whatever is 
excellent or worthy of our imitation in En- 
glish culture, customs or institutions. But 
while he declines to apologize for the low 
standard of political life in America, he dep- 
recates the fashion of conceding England’s 
superiority in this respect. Especially does 
he warn us against looking to England for 
any mode! of civil service reform. “Things 
are done daily,” he says, “in official life in 
all European countries that would not give 
the doers of them if in America rest day or 
night till they were buried from all power 
and influence to de them again.” 
Aside from the monstrous and costly 
abuses connected with the maintenance of 
a royal family, and not considering at all the 
enormous sums paid as gifts and peusions to 
families of the nobility, he tells us that the 
much-lauded system of appointment by com- 
petitive examination is for the lower grades 
only of the civil service, while all the goud 
bits of Government patronage go to those 
who have influence. The consequence is that 
the English civil service is full of lucrative 
places and sinecures for the scions of the 
privileged classes, and a great army of 
well-born incompetents is thus billeted 
upon the tax-payers, rendering little or 
no service for the pay. After much 
observation of these worthies, Mr. COLLIER 
is disgusted with ‘‘vfficialism’’ and warns 
America against creating an “official class.”’ 
He has been told by English gentiemen that 
if they have need of a consul’s services when 
on the continent, they uniformly go to an 
American consul whom they can easily ap-

THE CLERKSHIP GRAB. 

The latest idea in the way of spending the 
surplus is the creation of 325 new clerkships 
at $1,200 each for the benefit of Congress- 
men. This would instantly add some $400,- 
000 a year to the legislative appropriation 
and would be equivalent to an addition of 
say $10,000,000 to the public debt. 

It would meet another great national want. 
Nearly every Congressman has a son or 
nephew, or a relative of his wife’s, who 
would like to get $1,200 a year without work- 
ng forit. Inthe great economy of nature 
ne provision is made for this worthy class. 
It is evidently the duty of the people of the 
United States who work for a living to sup- 
port those who prefer to live without work- 
ing. 

There is another point worth mentioning. 
There are seventy-six Senators with forty- 
two committees, and this gives nearly every 
Senatoracierk, while there are only fifty 
committees to 325 members. Of course each 
chairman of a committee uses the committee 
clerk as his private secretary, which isa 
great assistance to him. But in the House 
there are 275 members who cannot have their 
speeches written atthe public expense, but 
who are compelled to skirmish around among 
the newspaper meg im Washington, and even 
to pay for literary work. This should be 
avoided. 

It is true, as our Mr. Dockery remarked, 
that the Congressmen would have a hard 
ime explaining to their constituents how 
they caine to vote fur such a bill. Of course

A Discussion Which is Exciting Much Inter- 
est on 'Change. 

A question of considerable importance in its 
general bearings has been agitated of late on 
Change by some of the more prominent mer- 
chants and operators. It is the advisability of 
changing the speculative grade of wheat so as to 
let inthe Turkey wheat of Kansas. At present

This year the shortage was in win- 
ver Wheat. There were 6,000,000 bushels of Tur 
key Wheat raised in Kaysax, ouly a few car-loads 
vf which reached this market. The reason of this 
was that Turkey wheat being hard and somewhat 
inferior in quality to No.2 red, would not grade 
with it, beuce e€ most of it Was shipped to 
Toledo, where 1 ranks with the speculative 
grade. Now, if the speculative grade were 
changed so as to let in this Turkey wheat St. 
Lonis would atleast receive tuto thig market next 
year 5,000,000 busbeils of the Kansas wheat that 
will otherwise go to Toledo and other points. 
Tne advocates for the change say that 
this could easily be accomplished in the 
following manner: First establish a speculative 
g of No. 2 red hard wheat that would enwrace 
the Tarkey wheat, then make two grades of red 
winter soft Nos. 2 and 3 to cover our present spec- 
ulative grades. On a contract the seller coulda 
have the option of delivering either the No. 2 pard 
or the No. 2 soft. Tuis, they say, witl enable the 
millers to bave the Nu. 2red soft delivered on 
their Contracts, this grade of wheat being more 
desirable for milling purposes. It is claimed that 
the quantity of this Turkey wheat put on the mar- 
Kets is yearly iwecreasing. It isahard, tough 
wheat, stands drought aud winter-killlng vetter 
than the soft wheat, and, besides, farmers 
assert that the can raise from 25 Ww 30 
bushels of it to the acre where they formerly 
raised from ten ww fifteen bushels only of the 
soft wheat. in fine those who urge the chauge 
say that the standard of speculative grade is too 
high and thatifit were aitered there would be 
a wondertul increase in the receipts at tuis poiut 
that would certainly redowod to the profit aud 
advantage of the grain cuommission merchants. 
The facts developed on the other side of the ques- 
tion raise an apparently insurmouutabie obstucie 
in the way of a change.

What the Officials of the Gould Lines Say 
About Recent Reductions. 

A telegram from Texas On Saturday stated that 
an order had gone out from New York to reduce 
expenses on all the Gould lines gin that State 50 
per cent. As such a sweeping order covering the 
Lone Star State augured iil for the hundreds of 
employes in St. Louis, a reporter of the Posrt-

“I. is simply an exaggeration of an instruction 


which represents Ordinary business prudence,” 
suid a gentleman who occupies a position in the 
system largely confidential. “You see, salaries 
have been extraordinary and absurdly high io 
Texas for several years, Owing to the fact that 
that was regarded by Eustern railroad capitalists 
as a sort of fruntier region, where high figures 
were necessitated by reason of the fact 
that the employes were isolated from the world. 
As an evidence of this mauy of tte 
officers there were receiving much better salaries 
tuan their superiors here. Fur Instance, one 
stuck agent gets $4,000 a year, while some of 
his suborulnates in Texas receive $300 per mouth 
aua expenses. Nuw there is bo reason or sense 
iu tuis, for Texas is well settied and living is even 
cheaper than it is bere. So long as raliroads had 
their own way as to rates, this state of affairs was 
not burdensome, but of late the legisiation 
in that State has had a tendency 
lo very considerably reduce railroad revenue and 
at the same time to exact more costly ratiroad 
equipments Ng! the safety of persons and prop- 
erty, and the” result is that the managers of the 
syslem are compelled to cousider the situation as 
iL is, andto govern themselves accordingly.

THE PARIS POLICE. 


M, Guyot’s History of the Force Guard- 
ing the French CapitaL 
From the London Daily News. 


_M. Guyotxives a history of the French po- 
lice force. and in particular of the detective 
branch, as wellata detailed account of its 
constitution and the machinery with which 
it is governed. According to this authority, 
the detective is evidentiy vot what a vain 
peopie supposes. To begin with, the ante- 
cedents of the Service of Surety are not of 
the most respectabie. It was created in 1847 
by Videeg, who was appointed to be chief 
with tern agents—a modest furce which was 
auszmented to twenty-eight men in 1821. Vi- 
ducg Wasa returned convict, and, on the 
weli-known but dubious principle of setting 
a thief to catch a thief, ali his 
subordinates were men who like himself 
had suffered for offenses against the laws in 
the execution of which they were alterwards 
empioyed. Owing to some scandals this 
force Was di-banded 
Phitippe, who decreed that in future no con- 
victed felon should be eligibie to serve in 
any branch«of the police. They were suc- 
ceeded by a body of men who were selected 
from among the ranksof the police. The 
system thus began continues to prevail at 
tne present day, and the number of men 
from whose ranks the selections may be 
made at the will vf the Prefect for the time 
being bas constantly increased during the 
past fifty years. ‘They had crept slowly up 
LO 915 men in 1854, wheu the E uperor Napol- 
eon IIL, being iairi/y launched upon bis 
career as ruler, increased their numbers at a 
bound to 2,599. He madea further large 
increase iu their numbers iu 18539, and 
again in 1867, when their uuinber was fixed 
at 5,768. ‘lnis increase has been guing on 
under the present Republic, with the result 
that there are at present in the force 7,756 
men, besides officiais ofall kinds. The men 
are divided into two distinct classes—the 
gardiens de la paix. or police constabies, and 
the mouchards, or secret police. The latter 
are paid on precise y the same footing as the 
former. Their salary is the same—that is to 


their superannuation allowauces are the 
sale. ‘pe only difference is that the 
detectives may earn areward of 200 francs 
for capturing a murderer, or some other 
small sums of prize mouey, all of which, 
however, adds but very little to their col- 
lective income during the year. Besides 
these men the Government has at ail 
times, it is true, had “Liudicateurs,”’ or police 
spies among people who move in gvod 
suciety: but the utmost secrecy is preserved 
respecting thenames of these persons, and, 
instead o! traveling about the country like 
our oid friend M. Lecog, they simpiy send in 
written reports frou Ume Ww time & head- 
‘quarters.

Col- 
ored Convention last summer. She was a 
tall woman, dark-complexioned aud witha 
decidedly Southern cast of features, which 
were rather haadsome and striking. She was 
quietly but elegantly dressed, and in the 
best of taste. her attire being that of a lady 
moving in the exclusive circles of the upper 
ten.
